Chi 
Hsich Yuan. 
This follows Tso R un’s 
proclamation th at Lu Chun Hsiang, 
opposing Chi, is a rebel. 
Chi is head 
of 
the 
forces now fighting 
before 
Shanghai. 
Word arrived from the Shanghai 
battle front that General Lu s defend­ 
ing forces have been augmented by 
the arrival of 8,000 Hontnes troops, 
which disembarked at Nanking. Thir­ 
ty thousand troops now are engaged 
on the Shanghai front. 
Chi Hsieh l u a u s troops, attacking 
Shanghai, pushed forward two miles 
across the Liuho battlefield. 
The ad­ 
vance brought them close to the city 
of Liuho, and as a result orders went 
out to American war vessels in the 
vicinity to land m arines if the city 
falls.

The central government in Pekin 
has shown its hand in the Chekiang 
Hiangsu war by issuing a mandate 
outlawing tile military governor of

kiang troops. 
In 
issuing the mandate, President 
Tso Run declared General

Yung 
Ksiang,

Tso saved ills face by asserting that 
the leading m ilitarists, including Gen­ 
eral Wu Pei-Fu and the Christian gen­ 
eral, Feng Yu Hsiang, demanded the 
order.

Apparently realizing that this war 
is now a showdown for the control of 
all China, the opposing 
armies

Huangte and Liuho are engaged In 
the bitterest fighting thus far report­ 
ed from the front near Shanghai. • 
Eleven hundred m arines from for­ 
eign warships, including 250 from the 
United States vessels, were ordered 
to land in Shanghai and take up de­ 
fensive positions on the boundaries of 
Hie international settlement.

ness man. He should show the banker 
that the loan is for productive pur­ 
poses. The farm er ought not to ob­ 
ject to a request for a credit state­ 
ment from his banker when negotiat­ 
ing a loan. 
This statem ent is not 
difficult to prepare when the farmer 
keeps records. The farmer who does 
not keep records is not doing business 
in a business-like way and is not en- 
| titled to the same consideration as the 
I man who does. 
J 
For instance, loans to farmers for 
! the purchase of well sele<^,ed high- 
grade livestock constitute one of the 
most effective ways of financing the 
farmer and helping him to make a 
financial success of his business. 
In 
making these loans, the banker can 
well inquire as to whether the fanner 
has adequate housing facilities and 
plenty of the right kind of feeds be­ 
fore the investm ent is made. 
If the banker is to encourage farm­ 
ers in investm ents of this kind, he 
should have a hand in protecting these 
investm ents. 
It is to the advantage 
of the farmer as well as the banker 
to carry insurance on buildings, in- 
, eluding fire and lightning, and if need 
be, tornado. Too much attention can­ 
not be given to the health of animals. 
Neither the banker nor the farmer is j 
justified in making an investm ent in 
I dairy cows that have not been care­ 
f u l tested for tuberculosis. 


Work It Out Together 
Financing the farmer should be the 
result of teamwork. The banker and 
the farmer should consider each other 
as confidential advisers. The farmer ; 
needs to know the dangers attached 
; to investm ents, and the banker needs 
more information on the possibilities 
of returns on farm investm ents well 
placed. No right-minded farmer ought i 
to object to a careful diagnosis of con- j 
ditions before the loan is negotiated. | 
Both parties are interested in having 
the proposed investm ent pay the in­ 
terest and eventually the principal, 
j and also return a profit to the farmer. 
There are tim es when the banker 
might loan to the farmer to the detri- 
! ment of the 
farmer himself. 
The 
farmer who was kept from making a 


j heavy investm ent in land when land 
I values were at their peak is today 
blessing the banker for heading him 
: away from what would have resulted 
in serious loss, if not bankruptcy. 
Financing the farm er is a job that 
requires 
clear thinking 
and 
sound 
judgment. 
The underlying principles 
of a profitable loan or investm ent 
need to he carefully considered by all 
parties interested. , Two heads are 
better than one, and when two or 
more men get together in sympathetic 
contact, determ ined to weigh the va­ 
rious possibilities of success and fail­ 
ure, and then act upon their united 
judgment, then the farm er is well 
financed.

Ten Principles Essential to 
Success for Bank Asso­ 
ciation. 


Ten principles requisite for the 
success 
of 
co-operative 
marketing 
plans have been prepared by Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Wallace for the 
State Bank Division of the American 
Bankers Association, which has Just | 
published a nation-wide compilation 
of views, experiences and discussions 
regarding the movement, 
Mr. Wal­ 
lace's principles are: 
1. A co-operative organization must 
be controlled by its members, not as 
shareholders or investors, bot as pro­ 
ducers employing the facilities of the 
organization. 
2. A co-operative association is not 
operated to make a profit on invested 
capital above the usual rate of in­ 
terest, but to profitably market the 
products of its members at the lowest 
possible cost. 
3. A co-operathre association should 
be organized around a single commo- j 
dity, or a group of commodities for 
which 
the 
same 
marketing 
ma­ 
chinery, methods and channels are 
employed. 
4. The 
organization 
should 
have 
sufficient volume of business to en­ 
able it to operate efficiently and eco­ 
nomically, and should control this 
business through definite legal con­ 
tracts with its members. 
5. The organization must perform 
definite functions. 
The organization 
of a co-operative marketing associa­ 
tion is not an end in itself. 
6. The members must understand 
the purposes of the organization and 
be kept fully informed regarding its 
activities and problems. 
7. A co-operative association should 
have expert m anagem ent The duties 
of the manager of a co-operative as­ 
sociation 
are

8. Proper accounting is essential. 
Accounting is one phase of manage­ 
ment but is so important in co-op­ 
erative marketing that it is given 
special mention. 
The management 
cannot be properly advised regarding 
the status of the organization, nor 
properly inform the members, with­ 
out accurate records. 
9. Sound financial policies are also 
a part of management, but are of 
sufficient importance to be placed 
under a separate heading. 
One es­ 
sential is that a co-operative associa­ 
tion should build up adequate re­ 
serves in order that it may have the 
financial 
strength 
necessary 
to 
weather periods of stress, 
10. 
A 
co-operative 
organization 
should be self-perpetuating. It should 
have a definite legal status, and once 
it is organized it should be so con­ 
ducted that it would never be neces­ 
sary to call upon outside agencies to 
re-establish the organization or shape 
its policies.

Cattle feeders In itll parts of the 
country tnuy derive nome benefit from 
the results of experimental work car­ 
ried on by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture !n co-operation 
with the West Virginia agricultural 
experiment station, especially those 
who winter steers with the intention 
of financing them on pasture the fol­ 
lowing summer. 
Because the Appa­ 
lachian region of which the state of 
West Virginia is tile center, is a good 
bluegrass country admirably adapted 
to growing stockers and feeders and 
to fattening them on pasture, most of 
the beef produced in this section is 
produced on grass alone. 
It has been 
a common practice in this area to win­ 
ter steers on dry feed, such as hay, 
corn stover and wheat straw, and on 
corn silage to a less extent, in such a 
way that they are permitted to lose 
weight. 
They are then pastured the 
following summer and sold as stock­ 
ers, feeders or finished steers. 
Cause for Experiments. 
Because there are some who have 
maintained that it 
is profitable to 
allow this loss, which with older steers 
usually varies from 2.1 to IOO pounds, 
and others that believe that cattle 
wintered on silage, or on a ration of 
whtfh silage is a part, will not do well 
on grass the following summer, th'v* ‘ 
feeding experiments have been under­ 
taken. 
Three years’ results are now ! 
available and have been published in 
a new bulletin Just issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
It is called Department Bulletin 


1251, and discusses the effect of win­ 
ter rations on pasture gains of two- 
year-old steers, also the cost of rations 
for wintering two-year-old steers. 
From these results it has been con­ 
cluded that, generally speaking, the 
steers which made larger winter gains 
also made larger total gains for the 
year when fattened on grass the fol­ 
lowing summer. 
The steers which 
made only slight gains or which were 
allowed to lox* weight daring the win­ 
ter made greater slimmer gains on 
pasture than the steers which made 
the larger winter gains, but were not 
able to overtake them in the final 
^weight, 
Winter Gain Is Best. 
Consequently differences in weight 
•of steers at the end of the winter, due 
to rations fed, are gradually mini­ 
mized during tho summer fattening on 
grass, but n u wholly overcome. Since 
this is t r u e , it is important that cattle 
which are to be marketed early should 
gain considerably more weight during 
the Winter than lf they are to be mar­ 
keted late.
